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The A.C. Nielsen overnights indi- 
cate that in New York, Los Angeles 
and Chicago ... ABC’s Wednesday 
night lineup of ’“Eight Is Enough,” 
“Charley’s Angels” and Starsky & 
Hutch” ... far outdistanced CBS’ docu- 
drama “Ruby and Oswald” in all three 
cities ... while NBC’s lackluster series 
fare chugged along in third place for 
the entire evening ... 

In the national Nielsens for Tues- 
day night, incidentally ... ABC’s strong 


in third between 9 and 11 p.m. ... And 
on Monday ... “The Initiation of 
Sarah” on ABC beat out Part Two of 
NBC’s “Midway” and the CBS lineup 
from 9 to 11 ... 

The cable TV industry this week is 
celebrating a major milestone in its 
long battle with the broadcast indus- 
try ... as it awaits President Carter’s 
signature on a bill passed by Congress 
on Monday . . . that requires the FCC 
to set up a regulatory mechanism to 
adjudicate contract rates and terms 
for attaching TV cables to utility 
poles ... 

It’s the first cable TV legislation 
ever enacted by Congress ... and is de- 
signed to halt the practice by various 
utilities around the country of charg- 
ing unreasonable rates in the renting 
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
